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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Claims 1-9 are pending in this application. By this amendment, claims 1-3 are amended 
and new claims 4-9 are added. 

The drawings stand objected to based on an informality in labeling. Attached herewith 
is a Replacement Sheet labeling Fig. 13A. Withdrawal of this objection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) over Tanaka (U.S. Patent No. 
5,533,010). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Tanaka fails to disclose all the claim features, as required under Section 102. For 
example, Tanaka fails to disclose or teach the pattern charateristics obtained from the relation 
between the column sequeqences and the combination thereof, as recited in independent claim 
1 and a defined pattern characteristic based on a relation between the column sequences and the 
combination thereof, as recited in independent claim 3. 

The Patent Office is silent on this feature since Tanaka only refers to a reference 
spreading code series, but this does not apply to the pattern characteristics obtained from the 
relation between column sequences and the combination thereof, as recited in independent claim 
1 and a defined pattern characteristic based on a relation between the column sequences and 
the combination thereof, as recited independent claim 3. Further, such pattern characteristic is 
not inherent in Tanaka since this a reference spreading code series. Hence, withdrawal of the 
Section 102 rejection is respectfully requested. 
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New claim 4-9 are added. These claims further recite the relation between the column 
sequences and further recite the features of the pattern characteristic.
